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Town opens door to 
new youth hangout

Those who felt the loss of the Youth 360 Centre last 
year will have a new place to hang out starting the end of 
.January. 

The Community Services Board approved an applica¬ 
tion for $5,000 to the newly established Open Doors proj¬ 
ect, a partnership between the Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church, the Town of Didsbury and other com¬ 
munity members including Westglen School employees. 
The program will offer a weekly after-school hangout for 
teens 13-18. 

“There needs to be a place for kids to connect. There 
isn’t a lot to do for kids this age,” said Alison Lefebvre, 
involved with youth ministry at the Zion Church, who is 
helping spearhead Open Doors. 

She was working with Julie Poffenroth, also with Open 
Doors, last week to secure additional funding through 
Alberta Parks and Recreation. 

The Zion Church currently runs a Back Door drop-in, 
roughly every five to six weeks, that gives teens a place 
to hang out with friends, play in the gym or try out some 
Wii games, said Lefebrve, who said they see upwards of 
200 young people attend. From that program, they’ve 
heard from youth a desire to have a place to call their 
own. 

Last December the town decided to temporarily close 
Youth 360 Centre, an after-school drop-in centre offered 
four days a weeJc, due to lack of resources. But when it 
came time to open its doors this summer, teens discov¬ 
ered the program was bumped from the budget. 

Both Lefebrve and Poffenroth want to offer something 
to the kids looking for a place just for them. 

And Jolene Leutsehaft, program coordinator with the 
town agrees. 

“We reach out to the needs of children up to 12 and 
after that there seems to be a gap in services. So we’re 
just trying to fill that gap,” she said. 

The program won’t be offered as often as the Youth 360 
Centre was, at least initially. Though this caused concent 
from teens when the project was announced in the sum¬ 
mer, Leutsehaft said they’re starting out small on pur¬ 
pose. 

“We don’t want this to grow into something big and 
look back and go, ‘oh no, we can’t handle all of this.’ So 
we’re starting small and if the need is there we’ll sit down 
and look and say, ‘OK, can we start a second evening?’” 

Lefebvre and Poffenroth didn’t go into details about 
what exactly will be offered, saying they are still in the 
preliminary stages of planning, but said they want it to be 
both a place where teens can hang out and play some 
activities, but also offer programs that teens can benefit 
and leant from. 

In the summer, there was mention of the town offering 
a leadership program where teens could learn how to 
write a resume, do job interviews or apply for post-sec¬ 
ondary schools and Leutsehaft said there will be an ele¬ 
ment of that at Open Doors. 

Lefebvre said most youth don’t know about Open 
Doors yet, as the group has kept it quiet as they figure out 
the details 

“This is still a small enough town that we can still part 
ner on all sorts of stuff. This is a community initiative and 
1 love that,” she said. 

The program is set to launch sometime at the end of 
January.

Duncan remains in custody

A 60-year-old woman 
charged with second- 
degree murder after her 68- 
year-old husband was shot 
dead at the couple’s home 
south of Sundre on Dec. 10 
will remain in custody 
pending a hail hearing on 
.January 13. 

Heather Wilson Duncan 
made a brief appearance in 
Didsbury provincial court 
via closed circuit TV from 
the t'algary Remand Centre 
on Monday. 

Her lawyer, Calgary’s 
Greg Dunn, told Judge 
George Gasehler that 
Duncan will appear in 
Court of Queen’s Bench on 
January 13 for a bail or 
show cause hearing. 

She will then appear in 
Didsbury provincial court 
on January 24 when a pre¬ 


liminary hearing date may 
be set 

During her appearance 
on closed circuit on 
Monday, Dunn did not 
speak other than when 
asked by Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Roy Smith whether she 
could follow proceedings 
via the closed circuit TV. 
She replied,” Yes, I can 
hear and 1 can see." 

Following court, Dunn 
said he plans to seek the 
accused’s release on bail at 
the Jan. 13 court sitting. 

From a review of the ini¬ 
tial disclosure given to the 
defence by the Crown it 
appears that the shooting 
may have been accidental, 
he said. 

“An accident is a com¬ 
pletely plausible explana¬ 
tion,” said Dunn.

It is time to license your pets with the Town of Didsbury for the year 2011. If you 
register your pet before January 31, 2011 it will only cost you $10.00. Anytime 
afterwards it will be $15.00 for neutered/spayed pets and $30.00 for un¬ 
neutered/spayed pets. Please remember to let us know if your pet is either 
deceased or no longer living at your place of residence so that we can keep our 
information up to date and accurate. 

You could be fined $115.00 if your pet is not licensed with the Town of Didsbury. 
The fine can be issued either through complaints or if your pet is picked up/ 
spotted by a Town of Didsbury Peace Officer. Please register your pet and 
prevent any possible chances of fines being incurred. 

Also remember that you are only legally permitted to have up to 2 dogs and 
3 cats in a place of residence within the Town limits.

The song “Winter 
Wonderland" has become 
a staple of holiday radio.

Smith actually wrote the 
lyrics while being treated 
in the West Mountain 
Sanitarium in Scranton, 
Pennsylvania, for tubercu¬ 
losis. 

Many singers have per¬ 
formed the song through¬ 
out the years, so much so 
that it is often a standard 
song on artists’ holiday 
compilations. 

Some of the better- 
known and earlier ver¬ 
sions were made by The 
Andrews Sisters and Perry 
Como.

With presents and parlies foremost on the minds of 
many, the religious significance of the holiday season can 
take a backseat to some of the secular celebrations. 

One of the religious celebrations of the season is Three 
Kings Day, also known as the Feast of the Epiphany and 
Dia de los Tres Reyes. Celebrated on January 6, the 
Epiphany marks the twelfth day of the Christmas holiday 
and remembers the three kings who came to bear gifts to 
the newborn baby Jesus. 

According to the Bible, three kings, or wise men, named 
Caspar, Melchior and Balthasar saw a bright star in the 
sky the night Christ was bom. They followed this star to 
Bethlehem where they found the child. There they pre¬ 
sented Christ with gifts of gold, frankincense and myrrh. 

"And going into the house they saw the child with Mary 
his mother, and they fell down and worshiped him. Then, 
opening their treasures, they offered him gifts, gold and 
frankincense and myrrh." (Matthew 2:11) 

Frankincense, also called olibanum, is a sap of the 
Boswellia. The tree is tapped, much as one would a maple 
tree for syrup, and the frankincense resin drips out in 
"tears." Frankincense was used for many reasons in 
ancient times, typically in religious ceremonies as an 
incense. The aroma of frankincense is said to represent 
lift*, and the Judaic, Christian, and Islamic faiths also used 
frankincense oils to anoint the young. It has also been 
used in alternative medicine as a stomach aid. Ancient 
Egyptians used charred frankincense to make kohl, or the 
eye makeup distinctive of that region. 

Myrrh is another tree resin and it comes from the 
Commiphora species. Myrrh was commonly used as a 
healing agent, especially an antiseptic. Ancient Greek sol¬ 
diers carried it to treat and clean wounds earned in bat¬ 
tle. Egyptians burned myrrh as part of rituals. It is also 
another substance burned during religious ceremonies. 
Myrrh was also used in the embalming process in ancient 
times. 

Historians and religious scholars say that the gifts given 
to Jesus by the three kings were quite appropriate. The 
gold represented his royalty, the frankincense his divinity 
and the myrrh his future death. 

On Three Kings Day many people take down holiday- 
decorations and officially call an end to the Christmas 
season. They may also exchange small gifts symbolic of 
the epiphany.
